No. Sometimes water is the strongest and harshest 
force on earth; it sweeps away everything that stands in its pa th no matter 
w r hat it is. It causes disasters and floods in which rocks and solid objects 
are destroyed. Hence, we see in the oceans such beauty and depth, such

awe-inspiring force that could he a cause for potential danger and fear 


Perhaps the most amazing phenomenon occurring at sea are the 
storms and hurricanes which last for three or four days, nonstop, with 
waves as high as mountains and troughs as deep as valleys, with waves 
seemingly reaching up to the sky with no land or horizon to be seen. 

Waves which arc usually 25 feet high may reach a height of 130 feet 
during the storm. If you realize that a foot-high wave has a destructive 
force of six thousand pounds, you can imagine the extent of the 
destruction that can be wrought by these w aves. 

According to records, in 1872 a strong wave in Scotland dislodged 
an iron anchor weighing 1,700,000 lbs, and another wave carried a 
rock weighing 175 thousand pounds to a height of 100 feet! In 1737, in 
the port of Babjok there was a storm which killed 300,000 people and 
wrecked 20,000 ships. 
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"And by the sea kept filled (or it will be fire kindled on the Day of 

Resurrection)." (Soorah AI-Toor, 52:6) 

This Verse comes in the form of an oath, although Allah, the Exalted, 
is far above any need to swear an oath; hence, we understand that the 
object by which the oath is sworn - "the sea kept filled (or it will be fire 
kindled on the Day of Resurrection)" - is of special significance. What,

then, is the special significance of the sea kept filled or the sea set on 


fire? 

Water and lire are incompatible substances, as water extinguishes 
fire, and fire makes water boil and causes it to evaporate. So how can 
the sea which is filled with water be set on fire? 

Because of this contradiction, the early commentators suggested 
that this was something that 
would happen on the Day of 
Resurrection, on the basis of 
another Verse that gives the same 
meaning, which is the sixth verse 

of Soorah AUTakween

"And when the seas become as 

blazing fire or overflow" 

However, the context of this 
Verse (in Soorah Al-Toor) and the 
five preceding Verses point to 
things that are happening in our 
present life, so the exegetes tried 
to find a linguistic meaning other 
than "setting on fire". 

Among the meanings that 
were derived from this word was 
the following: "the sea that is filled 
with water and is prevented from 
overwhelming neighboring continental masses ” Tins meaning is correct, 
because the largest quantity of freshwater today, which comprises 77 
percent of all the water on land, is entrapped in the form of thick layers 
of ice on the polar regions of the north and south, as well as the snow' 
that covers the summits of high mountains. Melting of tins enormous 
amount of ice needs no more than an increase of 4 to 5 degrees Celsius 
in the average summer temperature.

New discoveries are still 
being made with even' advance in 
human knowledge and scientific 
equipment, showing the high level 
of organisation in collection work 
that serves the interests of the entire 
group and enables them to survive 
where they live, move, construct 
their homes, defend themselves, 
gather food and so on. 






















Bones of animals 

One of the wonders that have been discovered by zoologists is 
that birds are lighter than other animals of the same size. By means of 
dissection it was discovered that the bones of birds are thin and hollow, 
so as to make their bodies lighter and thus enable them to fly 

One of the most in-depth studies from which we may see the Divine 
power of design and creation at work is what we see in the feet of 
animals. Those which characteristically run have strong feet which 
help them to run quickly and each foot ends in solid material which 
protects the foot from being harmed by too much running, as in the 
case of donkeys and horses. 

Cattle and buffalo have short, strong feet ending in a sold, cloven 
hoof, which helps them to walk on soft farmland, whereas the feet of 
camels end in a split hoof under which there is a thick pad called the 
Khuff, to prevent the foot from sinking into the sand; on its feet and

The second type is the two-

Perhaps the first things that attract attention 
among the camels characteristics are its structure 
and outward appearance; this structure includes 
amazing subtleties: 

♦ The eyes are surrounded with two layers of 
long eyelashes, which protect them from dirt and 
sand. The eyes have the ability to magnify objects 
and make them seem close, so that they show 
distant objects as being close and small objects as

Would you believe that a mosquito has radar equipment? In the 
darkness of the night it makes straight for the man who is sleeping in 
his bed, without missing its target. The mosquito has the ability 
to detect the temperature of living beings by 
means of color, and has no need to rely on the 
rays of the sun or any other kind of light. The 
mosquito is able to detect differences in body 
temperature to 1/1 000 lh of a degree.

Amazing care given by living 
creatures to their eggs and 

the young ones 


It is well-known that living beings expend a great deal of effort in 
caring for their eggs and young ones and they endure a great deal of 
hardship in doing so. They conceal them from the eyes of their enemies 
and protect the eggs from being broken, besides keeping them at a 
reasonable temperature and not exposing them to intense heat. They 
move the eggs from one place to another if they sense' any danger that 
threatens them, and they continue to guard them for several weeks 
without getting tired or bored. Some of them even carry the eggs in 
their mouths. 

We may note these behavioral patterns that are filled with mercy 
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Amazing care given by living creatures to their eggs and the yuung ones 


and kindness in many species of fish, birds and reptiles. 



★ For example, the python which may pose a serious danger to 
the life of man, handles its eggs in a very kind and gentle manner. This 
snake lavs approximately 100 eggs at a time then it curls up around the 
eggs. The purpose of this curling up is to protect the eggs from high 
temperatures by shading them, and protecting them from the cold by 
lifting its body up and away from them. The eggs remain free of danger 
so long as the mother snake remains curled up around them. By means 
of this care, the female python reduces the danger faced by the young 
ones when they are still inside the eggs. 


★ There are some kinds 
of fish that exhibit remarkable 
behavior in caring for their 
young while they are still 
inside the egg. t he female fish 
collects the eggs in her mouth 
as a means of protecting them; 
hence, this species is known 
as "mouth-brooding fish." 
The young fish will quickly 
swim to their mother's mouth 
when they sense danger. 

This behavior is common 
in the catfish which will swim 



for several weeks with its mouth filled with eggs the size of small ball 
hearings. The fish shakes its mouth from time to time to shift the eggs 
and allow the oxygen that is dissolved in water to reach them. When 
the eggs hatch, the small, weak youngsters spend the next few weeks 
in their father's mouth. During this period the male does not eat at all, 
and it uses the stores of fat in its body to continue its vital functions, 

★ The frog is regarded as another example of a living being that 
carries its eggs and its young ones in its mouth. The female Rhinoderma 
frog carries the eggs inside her body and when the mating season 
comes, the females lay their eggs on the ground and the males go 
around the eggs in a movement which demonstrates their ability to 
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
